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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 



Application's election without traverse of Group I, Species II (Claims 15-18) 
drawn to a Biochip array is acknowledged for prosecution in the subject application. 
Accordingly, claims 1-14 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Applicants have the right to file a divisional application covering the subject 
matter of the non-elected claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 15-18 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,362,482 to Stettner et al. 
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Regarding to claim 15, Stettner discloses a Biochip array comprising a CCD array 
6; a phosphor screen (claim 10) supported by said CCD array; a microchannel plate (col. 
9, line 24) supported by said phosphor screen; a photocathode (col. 9, lines 14-15) 
supported by said microchannel plate; and an array of biochips supported by said 
photocathode (abstract). 

Regarding to claim 16, the Biochip array wherein said microchannel plate is 
aligned with said array of biochips (col. 9, lines 20-24). 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 6,362,482 to Stettner et al. in view of the remark. 

Regarding to claim 17, Stettner discloses the claimed invention except for the 
Biochip array wherein said microchannel plate has sub micron spacing. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form the microchannel plate that has sub micron spacing, since it 
has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or working ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Regarding to claim 18, Stettner discloses the claimed invention except for the 
Biochip array wherein detection of fluorescent signals at the CCD array is accomplished 
in parallel. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form the Biochip array wherein detection of fluorescent signals at 
the CCD array is accomplished in parallel, since it has been held that rearranging parts 
of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70.
